Claims 1,3-8,10-22,24-36 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Independent claims 1,8,22, are allowable over the prior art of record, since the cited 
references taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: *^at least one control field containingfirst 
portion hamng a predetermined number of ^roes preceding a portion containing each transition of the control fields 
which precedes a second portion having the predetermined number of ^eroeSy the control field being completely formed by 
the first portion, the portion containing each transition of the control field and the second portion, " 

Independent claims 10,24, are allowable over the prior art of record, since the cited 
references taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: ''adjusting a frequency of the readback 
channel system clock based on a relative temporal position of the peak in each successive control field. " 

Independent claims 13,27are allowable over the prior art of record, since the cited references 
taken alone or in combination do not teach or suggest: '^at least one control field containing a dibit having a 
t^ero crossing; and adjusting a frequency of a readback channel system clock, based on a relative temporal position the 
zero crossing of each dibit in each successive control field. " 

Independent claims 16, 30 are allowable over the prior art of record, since the cited 
references taken alone or in combination do not teach or surest: "at least one control field containing a 
positive and a negative transition and each transition having a predetermined amplitude; and adjusting an amplitude 
asymmetry of the readback signal based on the predetermined amplitude of each transition in each control field. "
